The Butte 
Inter-Mountain estimates that 50,000 
people in the Territory nre dependant 
on the mining industry nnd cognate 
enterprises, including merchants, farm- 
ers and mechanics. The recent deprec- 
iation of 10 cents per ounce in silver 
represents the profits! of tho mining 
companies which, will havo to olo'ie 
down unless n reaction occurs. 
Lead 


and copper mi mug in which silver is an 
important co-product, are ntao seriously 
affected. 
Tho Glendalo works, employ- 


ing 1,000 men, will shut down on tho 
15th. 
The Alice, Honlton, Lexington 


and AY ikes works, and ouiiy olhei gu'tit 
tiuterprises, which for years have paid 
Ueavy dividoudb, aud employ thousands 
of men, cannot run if the present de- 
pression in the silver nr.aikct continues. 
A genoial paralysis of busiaeBS will re- 
sult unless a change speedily occurs. 
Butte is u substantial city of 22,000 
people entirely dependent on mining, 
5,000 miners being employed. 
The 


copper smelters will continue in opera- 
tion, but with decreased profits. The 
silver mills of Montana represent nn in- 
vestment of $20,000,000, nuil the mining 
-nachineiy ns much more. The silver 
product of the Territory the current 
year, estimated at $12,000,000, will he 
suddenly out short and fully 12,000 
camera thrown out of employment. 
The people are still brave and hopeful, 
but indignant at the action of Congress 
and the Administration. The reports 
from the mineral States and Territories 
to the Inter-Mountain sue to the same 
effect, aud directly affect tha personal 
Interests of u million Western people.

Tbe Mexican rialm of Jurisdiction 


Over Cutting. 


DENVEB, August 10.—The Mexicans 


claim that Article 186 of tho Chihnahua 
penul code, which provides for the pun- 
ishment in Mexico of offenses commit- 
ted iri other countries, is not only in ao- 
cord with the Mexican Constitution but 
ulso with the international law and the 
treaties with the United States. 
Among 


the authorities on, international law 
they 
quote 
Heaftur, 
Felix 
Ahrens, 


Bluntsrbili and more particularly Orto- 
lan. It comes to the following three 
conclusions: First, that Article 186 is 
perfectly applicable to the case of Cut- 
ting. Second, that the article is in per- 
fect accordance with the Mexican Con- 
stitution aud treaties with the United 
States. Third, that the article is fully 
jo5ti0pd by tho doctrines nnd precedents 
of international law. It calla the claim 
of tho United Stalse to deliver up Cut- 
ting perfectly ridiculous. The article 
referred to reads as follows: Crimes 
commitied in foreign countries by a 
Mexican against a Mexieau shall be 
punished in the Kepublio, whether he 
comch by his own froe will or is brought 
by nn extradition treaty. Second, tliat^ 
if tbe person offended is a foreigner, 
complaint must be made against him by 
the proper party. Third, when the ac- 
cused has not been definitely tried in 
the country where the offense was com- 
mitted, and when he has not been re- 
leased, absolved or pardoned. Fourth, 
when the offense he is charged with is 
au offense punishable in the country 
where it was committed, and also in the 
Republic ot Mexico. 


Ituiscil Notes. 


SABKIA. (Out.), August 9.—I'or some 


time past the westein part of Ontaiio 
has been flooded with $1 and §2 Ameri- 
can bank notes raised to tens.

or foor arrests were made on suspicion 
but a speedy discharge followed in each 
case.

Buinor* of War. 


NEW YOBS, August 10.—There is some 


talk ot war with Mexico. Tha Sun says: 
There was activity at army posts in and 
near New York yesterday, aud commun- 
ication with Washington was continuous. 
At Fort Hamilton the serviceable mu- 
nitions were invoiced and inspected. It 
was determined how much could be de> 
pended upon from that quarter upon a 
sudden call. Fort Wadsworth, Willet's 
Point and David's Island had already 
reported at Pier 20, East river. Ten 
gun carriages for field batteries were de- 
livered to the Mallory Steamship Com- 
pany for immediate shipment to San 
Antonia, Texas, via GalTeston. 
They 


will bs carried by the Rio Grande, which 
will snil to-inorrow. Colonel Hodges, 
of the Quartermaster's Department, who 
shipped them, said that tbe shipment 
was made in the ordinary coarse of 
business and not on special orders. 


It is aaid that more carriages and some 


cannon will be put aboard to-day, and 
that arms are being shipped from Wash- 
ington and Book Island, and also from 
tbe Y/atorvliet Arsenal, and that the 
United States ships Juniata and Van- 
dalia left Brooklyn Navy Yard early 
last week under orders, it was said, for 
the Pacific. At Ellis Landing they re- 
ceived a supply of ammunition, and 
they have remained there ever since. 
The Essex Inft the navy yard at C o'clock 
yesterday morning, joined them and 
got her powder. The Brooklyn also is 
expected to take her departure to-day 
or to-morrow. At the navy yard it was 
said that the Essex was to join the Chi- 
nese Squadron il she •was not needed 
nearer home.

An Attractive Tower. 


When tha great iron tower, 1,000 faet 


bigb, was proposed some time ago for 
the Paris Exhibition of 1889, many en- 
gineers doubted tbe feasibility of the 
project, judged from their point of view. 
However, M. Eiffel, went at the problem 
and evolved a design which was chosen 
and which it is proposed to execute. On 
the eve of accomplishment, however, a 
French "savant" conies forward with a 
timely warning of the fearful conse- 
quences which the building of the iron 
tower will entail. He says that the 
enormous blocks of iron running north 
and south would become polarized, and 
that this polarization will soon invade 
the whole column. Then who knows 
vhether the four lifts, with their con- 
tinual friction, will not increase the 
magnetic influence a hundred-fold? 
In 


this case all articles, for'a mile round 
will be attracted to the tower and will 
adhere to it as a needle does to n mug- 
iiet.If the troops quartered in the Ecole 
Militaire hard by be called out to drill, 
it will be all in vain for the command- 
ing officer to shout, "Eu avant!" if they 
are paraded with the column behind 
them. Then all the houses in Paris 
will suffer from a St. wtus' dance, and, 
being 
gradually drown toward 
the 


Champ da Mars, will finally find them- 
selves stuck to the tower. As for loco- 
motives onteriDg Paris, it will be fonnd 
impossible to stop them at the various 
termini; they will rush through the city 
and dash themselves to pieces against 
the center of attraction. These nnd 
other evils, we are told, will follow the 
erection of the gretit Eiffel tower, which 
might indeed be called the Tenfnl tow- 
er.—Electrical World.

The skin 
was placed in position and stitched by a 
miner by the name of Rourke, and after 
the injured man was washed he aston- 
ished the miners by stating that he 
could see, and in proof told how many 
men were around him, aud gave the ex- 
not color of a dog which sat ten feet 
from the cot he was lying on. Oa the 
16th Parka was able to be arouud, al- 
though feeling sore. His sight was 
stronger, and he was able to detect fine 
gold in a piece of rock. This is one of 
tbe queerest cases on record, and is 
vouchee! for by the best men in the 
camp.—Yreka Union.
